— Father Charles Banet’s tenure 
as president of Saint Joseph’s College here is the longest in 
the school’s history. 


Father Banet was named the college’s president June 7, 
1965 and his tenure of 19 years, two months now bypasses 
the combined tenure of Father Augustine Seifert, who was 
Saint Joseph’s first president during 1891-99 before return- 
ing for a second term during 1902-13. 


Father Banet’s tenure has been distinguished not only 
by its length, but by the progress achieved by Saint 
Joseph’s during 1965-84. 


His presidency has been highlighted by three major 
steps that, not taken, would have hammerlocked the 
school’s subsequent progress at least or threatened its con- 
tinued existence at worst. 


Trustees, administrators and other college personnel 
have no trouble pinpointing the single most significant de- 
velopment of his tenure: the addition of laymen with full 
governing power to the college’s Board of Trustees. 


Vatican II encouraged maximized participation of 
laymen in the life of the Catholic Church and Father Banet 
applied this message to Saint Joseph’s. As he has re- 
peatedly stressed, “The future of all Catholic colleges lies in 
the involvement, dedication, support and love of laymen 
who believe in their educational missions.” 


Laymen have given Saint Joseph’s a strong base of sup- 
port, enabling the college to steadily strengthen both its 
academic and financial foundations. Laymen on the Board 
of Trustees have employed sound foresight and rendered 
judicious decisions in supervising the school’s financial pro- 
file and fund-raising ventures. 


A second milestone was the adoption of residential 
coeducation in 1968 after 78 years of all-male student resi- 
dency. This step markedly increased the school’s pool of po- 
tential students and brought to the campus a new and ex- 
panded academic, athletic, cultural and social dimension. 


Women now comprise approximately 40 percent of the 
student population and their contributions to campus life 
have matched, if not surpassed, their predicted potential. 








The third major step in Father Banet’s tenure is the 
most significant academic undertaking in Saint Joseph’s 
history: the adoption in 1969 of a new, interdisciplinary gen- 
eral education curriculum — the Core program — which 
has earned the college a national reputation as a pioneer, 
leader and role model in this approach to general education 
requirements. 

Last March, Money magazine pointed to Saint Joseph’s 
as one of “Ten Top Colleges at Bargain Prices;” in April, 
the college was listed in a report of the National Institute of 
Education as one of a select group of schools with “notable 
programs, promising approaches and other improvement 
efforts,” and most recently Zelda F. Gamson and associates 
offer authoritative praise of the curriculum in their book 
Liberating Education. 

Harvard University sociologist Dr. David Riesman 
terms Core “one of the most intellectually exciting general 
education curricula to be found anywhere in this country.” 
Since 1973, the college has been awarded grants of more 
than $1 million from private foundations and federal agen- 
cies for the support and development of Core. 

Father Banet’s optimism as he looks to the future is 
well-founded. “We’re doing all right now; we’re becoming 
nationally known for a first-rate academic program and 
we’re loved and respected by a broad base of friends and 
benefactors on and off campus,” he says. “God’s will be 
done, we’ll continue our mission in His spirit.”

Press 
coverage of this Bennett statement has been extensive, so you may have seen it 
somewhere in the country. This gives us a good feeling as we head into the new 
semester and another year. Recruitment shouldn't be hurt, and certainly, I hope, 
not fund-raising. 


Sadness struck me hard this year with the sudden death of my new Vice Presidept 
for Academic Affairs, Bill Downard. He was working with me for nearly a year|and 
a half planning our academic strategies. We were all devastated by his death \just 
a few days before the opening of school. He never recovered from heart by-pas 
surgery. Bill was an enthusiastic and caring person and has left that inspiration 
behind as a light for all of us. 


Family news. The religious trio came to SJC for vacation a little late this 
summer which altered the fishing program at Lake Banet. The Sisters preferred 
going to movies rather than fishing in the evenings. Paul is now pastor in Los 
Angeles (Watts), Sr. Ruth moved deeper into Texas to work with the Spanish, and 
Sr. Laura returned to Minnesota.

But 
my travels are orchestrated by the Campaign Office and the tight schedule they set 
doesn't allow for many personal visits. Everyone is enthusiastic about the College, 
many have pledged, others are thinking about it, and I suppose a few just strung me 
along. The net result of this for me personally is almost constant euphoria at the 
constant reassurance that the College is loved. 


A major part of the campaign is for upgrading our facilities and our utility systems. 
The work on these has been extensive, and already we are realizing considerable energy 
savings. Before Thanksgiving we demolished Gaspar Hall, the oldest building on campus. 
It was a difficult decision to remove a landmark building, but renovation was prohibi- 
tive. Actually the site looks much better with the building gone. I only hope alumni 
don't give me fits about this decision. The story about Gaspar was close by my letter 
to the students so you can read the history of the building from it. 


As you can see in my letter to our students we chose '"'To Grow in Peace" as the theme 
for this school year. By this we meant inner peace as basic to peace in our communi- 
ties and the world. Each one of us has different life circumstances and we need to 
work out peace for ourselves. When we are less fearful and more caring then we have 
a sense of peace. Keeping and demanding less for ourselves is a way that leads to 
inner peace and the joy promised and proclaimed by the gospel at Christmas time.

Shortly after 1963, Gaspar’s base- 
ment was converted into a lounge. 


In 1973, the overall building was

It had been a student 
dormitory since the 1930’s. 


Now with Gaspar’s former area va- 
cant, there are plans for landscaping, 
and perhaps parking in the future.

Dear Alumni and Other Friends of SJC, 


I always look forward to writing you at this time of the year to extend 
my warmest good wishes to you and your loved ones. I assure you of a 
continued remembrance at the Altar and in other prayers. May 1982 bring 
abundant blessings in every phase of your life. 


Two weeks ago an interviewer from one of the Catholic papers posed this 
question to twenty-eight people: "If asked your one Christmas wish, what 
happiness would you wish?" The answers obviously varied greatly--some 
pathetic, some comic. But if college presidents were faced with that 
question, I'm certain a substantial number would opt for a large increase 
in their endowment funds! 


While the reductions in student aid brought about by Washington's tight-belt 
policies cannot be projected with accuracy until the 1982-83 scholastic 
year, the majority of colleges such as ours already experience pressure 
and anxiety. Last year Saint Joseph's gave $2,791,888 in aid to its 
students. Of that figure $509,185 came from our own funds--a 20% increase 
over the previous year. The unvarnished fact is that all higher education, 
private as well as public, progressively and necessarily grows more costly. 


Throughout the country worthy students are foregoing or delaying their 
education because they just cannot afford it. Such a situation is very 
unhealthy and cannot but result in a serious and thoroughgoing debilitation 
of the essential strength of American life. 


Many solutions to the problem have been proposed: increased tuition, room 
and board; cutbacks in academic programs; pressuring parents to take out 
larger loans, etc. All such suggestions have their patent flaws. The 
most viable answer seems to be a marked increase in endowment funds. Such 
funds, wisely invested, provide a steady annual income which is consider- 
ably less dependent on the vagaries of state and federal politics. 


As you know, your College has begun a $7,000,000 capital gifts campaign. 
The response from the board of trustees, the advisory council, the faculty, 
the C.PP.S. religious community, the students and our employees has been 
most heartening. We are now in the process of soliciting foundations and 
corporations. During the ensuing months, alumni, parents and others will 
be enlisted. $2,000,000 of that goal is earmarked for endowment. 


I know that many other worthy causes are making demands on your generosity. 
But please share the good things God has given you with those who want 
and need an SJC education. A Happy Christmas and a Blessed New Year!

1980 was the year of the family and that is approximately what it was for 
the BANET family. Father Paul's 25th anniversary of ordination occasioned 
several get togethers that brought ALL of us home. It brought me to Houston 
for a week where I was pastor for a week while Fr Paul made his retreat. In 
Houston it was all family, because Sister Ruth is the associate pastor, 


My family here on campus will break up in May when Margie Harris graduates 

from Saint Joe. She has been a source of great pleasure for the last four 
years. Her mother, Mary Ellen (Banet), joined our family gatherings, but 

she gave us all an occasion for prayer. Her cancer came back after five years 
and the Doctors were less than optomistic. However, the report today is that 
the cancer is gone from her bones and lungs, and the damaged bones are actually 
mending. Mark that up to the power of prayer coupled with some very fine chemo- 
therapy. 


Health has not been one of my problems this year. I started a new drug for 
the arthritis a couple of weeks ago, meclomin, which actually has given me 
moments without any kind of pain. My weight has increased as the Development 
office increased the number of dinners, luncheons and cocktail parties that I 
must attend. I lack discipline in my eating. 


The health of the college has improved somewhat with an increase of 53 students 
this year. There were 1002 students when we opened in September. There is 

an expectation that all enrollments will decline during the next 10-20 years. 
We are planning for that, because we don't want to be caught by surprise. Our 
budget got hit hard by inflation again, but what is new. 


One of the problems that inflation has caused for the colleges of this nation 
may have gone by overlooked. We have all cut back on maintenance, repair, and 
replacement. This year we have a planning group looking hard at our plant needs 
for the next five years. This spring we will probably be announcing a major 
campaign for upgrading the physical plant. I have already been in contact with 
some foundations for our immediate needs. Think how heavy I'll get if I am 
expected to raise 5-8 million dollars!! 


Raising money isn't the only thing that keeps me on the road. There are also 
meetings and seminars that require my attendance. This year I am president of 
the Associated Colleges of Indiana, and on the Executive Committee of the Ind- 
iana Conference on Higher Education. An interesting occasion each year is 

the Indiana Academy dinner in June. Interesting to me because for the last 
three years I was invited to be the toastmaster. Think of all the pleasure 
tasting a variety of wines trying to find the appropriate description for each 
to accompany the toasts! That will add pounds too. 


This past summer the Knights of Columbus, Northern District, honored me as 
the Class Honoree for the 4th Degree Exemplification held on our campus. None 


of my family joined the Fr. Banet Class. ... I was elected District Commissioner 


for District 1, The Big One, of the Sagamore Council, Boy Scouts of America. 
That means a lot of meetings too. 


Last year I determined that all my letters should not go beyond one page. 
But I didn't know how to cut the family out of my ietter this year. 


My two great passions are hunting for ancestors and fishing for fish. I 
reported that the Mormon library has been copying my work for the last three 
years. They already have microfilmed 12 volumes of my work and some Or 1t 
has been distributed through many of their libraries. At present I am working 
on the Records of Vesoul, Haut Rhin, France beginning with 1582. That was 
the original home of the Banet's who came to the U.S. Imagine how extensive 
my chart is getting! I also have been editing the records of the parish of 
Saint Louis, Besancon, Indiana. This is a French parish in Allen County that 
was the home church of a lot of our family. I promised the pastor of the 
local parish that I would do his records sometime. See what a hobby can do 
for the world! 


Fishing was great this year, It was pretty well isolated to the college 
gravel pit - Lake Banét. Every year it reveals itself more friendly and 
productive than any other fishing spot known to me. I was able to send 

30 pounds of filleted blue gills back to Houston with Father Paul after only 
three days fishing. However, I won't tell anyone where they are in the

Our provincial is here today for a kind of visitation. It is a reminder 

that we belong to a religious society, the Precious Blood Society.

No inconsiderable portion of all your education--primary, secondary and 
higher--was made possible through the generosity of those who went before 
you, a fact all of us seem to find easy to forget. I am asking you to 
continue the process of educating for the future by a contribution to our 
annual fund. As you are thankful for the part others played in your 
enlightenment, help the young men and women of the 80's to be grateful for 
theirs. 


My appeal appropriately comes to you at the time we celebrate the birth 
of Christ, the Light of Lights, Who was a gift to us from the Father of 
Lights.
